Schoo! Improvement Issue To 
Draw 344 Per Cent Brings 
Premium Of $88 


Thirty thousand dollars worth of 
bonds of the Placerville school district 
were sold Friday afternoon to draw in- 
terest at three and one-quarter per 
cent. 

The issue, purchased by Kaeser and 
Company, of San Francisco under com- 
petitive sealed bids, brought the dis- 
trict a premium of $88. 

The bonds are a part of the issue of 
$40,000 approved by the voters of the 
district to raise money to be used in 
co-operation with a PWA allocation 
for the enlargement of the grammar 
school plant. 

The thirty thousand dollars realized 
from the sale of a portion of the issue 
will be used with the $18,000 recently 
allocated by the PWA in undertaking 
the school enlargement project. 

The bonds sold will mature in fif- 
teen years.

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U.o, REFUGEES MENAGED BY 
BATTLE NEAR OHANGHA 


Rifle And Machine Gun Fire Endangers Lives Of Hundreds 
Fleeing War Area On Rescue Ship; British To Voice Stern 
Protest To Japan For Wounding Of Amb 


assador

The American liner President Lin- 
coln was under machine gun and rifle 
fire in the Whangpoo River off Shang- 
hae today and hundreds of Americans, 


including women and children, were 
endangered aboard the liner and on a 
tender carrying refugees to it. 

Britain prepared an energetic pro- 
test to Japan demanding an apoligy 
and satisfaction for the shooting of 
Ambassador Sir Hughe Knatchbull- 
Hugessen by a Japanese plane. 


The Exchange Telegraph reported 
that the 3,000-ton British freighter 
Shenking was halted off the mouth of 
the Whagpoo by Japanese warships. It 
was the first instance of a foreign ship 
being interferred with during Japan’s 
blockade of the China coast against 
Chinese ships. 

Coming while the shooting of the 
ambassador is still a critical issue, the 
halting of the freighter, if verified, was 
expected to intensify British anger. 


The war in China continued with 
ferocity and additional Japanese troops 
were pouring in from the north. The 
Japanese claimed to have driven the 
main Chinese force from the Nankow 
mountain pass along the great wall. 


Japanese airplanes poured a deadly 
hail of bombs into the Chinese Nantao 
district, bordering the French settle- 
ment in Shanghai. Chinese officials 
announce@ casualties were almost 700 
dead and 1200 wounded. 

The Chinese retaliated by bombard- 
ing the Japanese Hongkew quarter of 
Shanghai with heavy artillery. Shells 
fell within 100 yars of the United States 


cruiser Augusta, anchored in the 
Whangpoo. 
MARINES TO SAIL 
SAN DIEGO (lP)—Headed for the 


Chinese war zone, the first contingent 
of more than 1,300 Marines from the 
San Diego base began embarking early 
today. At the waterfront the men were 
being embarked in shoreboats and fer- 
ried to the light cruiser, U. S. S. 
Marblehead which lay in the stream, 
off the North Island Naval air station. 

The Marblehead, and its contingent 
is to act aS a convey to the transport, 
U. S. S. Chaumont, carrying 1,200 of- 
ficers and men of the sixth regiment 
and second brigade headquarters com- 
pany to Shanghai. 

The transport and cruiser are sched- 
uled to sail at 2 p. m. tomorrow. 


CABLE BROKEN 

SHANGHAI (lP)—Shanghai’s cable 
connection with the outside world was 
broken at 3:30 p. m. today, presumably 
by an airplane bomb or a shell that 
disrupted lines between Pacshan and 
Woosung at the mouth of the river. 
Radio communication remained. 


PROTEST FILED 

LONDON (lP)—An angry British pro- 
test, demanding the fullest satisfaction 
for a Japanese aviator’s attack on the 
British ambassador to China, is to be 
presented to the Japanese foreign of- 
fice probably today. J. L. Dodds, 
counselor and charge d’affaires of the 
British Embassy at Tokyo, was ordered 
to make the protest in a long note of 
instructions sent him last night. 

The British will demand an indem- 
nity for the attack, in addition to an 
apology and assurances that British 
subjects in China be guaranteed 
against any Similar attacks by Japan- 
ese soldiers, sailors or aviators engaged 
in Japan’s war on China.
